Years 
paſt. Vou are forced to have Recourſe to

viſit the Sick : And as for their Knowledge 
in the Application of Medicines, in 'the 
Name of God, how fhou'd they come by 
it? Cou'd they learn the Uſe of it from 
braying it in a Mortar? Did they com- 
mence their Studies when . they were. firſt 
ordered to clean their Maſter's Shop, and 
then his Shoes? I am ſure it has often 


puzzled the ſmall Stock of Learning of ma- JF 
ny an eminent Apothecary, with the Help 


of his Dictionary behind the Counter, to 
label his Drawers and Pots, and read the 
Doctor's Bill: So that I am not at all ſur- 


prized, as you well obſerve, that he ſhou'd | 
ſo often be an Eye-witneſs of the ill Effects 


of his own Medicines. The Chymiſt, in- 
deed, unconſcious of having committed Mur- 
der by his Ignorance, has no Cauſe to be 
uneaſy, whereas Uſe has made. it familiar 
to the. Apothecary ; who when his Patient 
dies, why his Time was come, or the Phy- 
fician miſtook his Caſe. But as for the 


Medicines,, | 
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Medicines, they were excellent, and made 
up according to the Directions of the 
Pharmacopaa. If the Man's dead, why 
he muſt be buried: The A pothecary knows 
nothing of the Matter. You cannot ſay 
he did it: And ſo he makes out his Bill as 
merrily as the Undertaker.

The old, the young, the rich, the poor, 


= all Chaditions of Men are benefited by it. 
This galls the Apothecary, The charitable 
Chymiſt ſaves the Lives of Thouſands of 
his Majeſty s Subjects, at a Price ſuitable to 
their Misfortunes; and tho' they had no 
Money they ſhou'd not go away without 
Relief. Damn the Poor, ſays the honeſt 
= Apothecary, if they were all dead, the Ex- 


pence of maintaining them would die with 
them. 

Lou ſay, they ſerve the little Shops "oy 
Ay, ſay I, and the great ones too, ** ſo that 
«© many Apothecaries in Town, at Times, 
% may be under a Neceſſity of applying to

ce pen to be out of.” Read rather, which 
at all Times they happen to be out of. 
«© So that there is not a Gentleman in 
e Town or Country, who may not be

de as they happen to be.” He who once 
buys his Medicines of a Chymiſt, will never 
afterwards buy them any where elſe ; which 
is a great Proof of their Badneſs, you'll fay. 
If the Apothecary complains of the Medi- 
cines in the Country, 1s it not for the ſame 
Reaſon that he complains of the Medicines 
in Town, viz. becauſe he does not ſell 
them? When a Gentleman goes into the 
Country for his Health, in parting with his 
Apothecary, he parts with his Diſeaſe : The 
Goodneſs of the Air does not contribute 
more to his Recovery.

and honeſt ; it is by Their Fidelity and Ho- 
neſty that they firſt become noted (which is 
even beyond the Conception of an Apothe- 
cary.) Beſides, the Phyſician adviſes it for 
three ſubſtantial Reaſons, Firſt, that the 
Apothecary ſhall not ſteal his Patient from 
him in conjunction with the“ Undertaker, Se- 


The Undertaker's Company have two Men in 
conſtant, Attendance upon the eminent practiſing Apo- 
thecaries, and pay a Crown for every Funeral they get, 
to his Servant ſor his Intelligence. 5 


condly, 
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condly, he is ſure of having the Medicine 


honeſtly prepared; and, Thirdly, his Pa- 
tient can't afford to be robbed, What think 
you now, are not theſe tolerable good Rea- 
ſons? Nay, and give me leave to aſſure you 
that it is the Opinion of many of both. 
Houſes, Nobility, Gentry and others, and 
of the Commonalty to a Man, that the Drug- 
iſts and Chymiſts ſhould rather have

Reſiduum indeed, till you found a Uſe for 
it, Clodius Accuſat Machos, ſays the Saty- 
riſt; and it is a Spaniſh Proverb, that a 
Man ſhould never throw Stones whoſe 
Houſe is built of Glaſs.

culous Account of a Deceit in Powder of 


Jalap through the Courſe of his whole Life. 

Page the 1oth, you ſay, © Its to be feared 
« ſmall Apothecaries don't know the proper 
* Species of Plants of our own Growth, 
„ much leſs the Marks of foreign Drugs, 
either as to their Sort or Goodneſs,” 

I believe the Judgment of great and 
ſmall Apothecaries are pretty much upon 
a Par ; but ſure you don't give this as a 
Reaſon for their being made competent 
Judges of Medicine, and Inſpectors of 


the Goodneſv of ſuch Things whoſe Sorts 


and Differences you own they don't fo much 


as know how to diſtinguiſh, Here, Sir, I 


ſhall ſubſcribe myſelf of your Opinion. 
The next Complaint is, that © the Mer- 
« chant receives them and puts them in his 
e Ware-houſes, and then ſells them to the 


Pruggiſt, Who ROY them to the Apothe- 


cary, 
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&« cary, and you never heard, that out of a

What is the Meaning of this ſenſeleſs 
Harrangue, don't all Merchandize go from 
one Man to another after the ſame Manner? 
Did you ever hear of any Apothecary, or 
that Apothecaries Hall deſtroyed their Medi- 
eines out of a Principle of Conſcience ? I be- 
lieve it is not their general Cuſtom, i 
| Now we come to the Deceits which uſed 
to be practiſed on the Compoſitions of the 
old Pharmacopza, upon which you build, 
your Concluſion, that what has been may

Such a 
Confeſſion as this might ſtagger a trading 
Juſtice, and wauld not be admitted for Evi- 
dence at the Old Bailey, Now, its ſupri- 


zing to me, that with more Induſtry than 


moſt Men, and (according to your Account) 
more Ways of becoming rich, that ſo few 
Chymiſts and Druggiſts ſhould build them- 
ſelves fine Houſes, purchaſe Country Seats, 
and have large Sums out at Intereſt, or ride 
about in their Chariots; and yet the honeſt 
Apothecary can do all this in five or fix 
Years Time, tho' he began the World from 
the Credit given him by the Chymiſt, with 
perhaps, fifty Pounds gathered in the Chrift- 


mas Box of his Apprenticeſhip the early Pit- 


tance of his Parſimony. 7 

The next Thing I ſhall preſent you with, is 
Erulors MINERAL robbed of a Part of 
its Quickfilver and Cordial Waters of a 
Pennyworth of Spice.

Having thus waited upon you through 
five and twenty tedious Pages, and finiſhed 
your moſt iniquitous and fraudulent Account 


of Frauds; can it be imagined, at laſt, that 


we who have hitherto ſo widely differed in 
our Sentiments of Men and Things, ſhould 
yet agree in our Concluſion, viz. that it is 
to be wiſhed, that the Wiſdom of Parlia-

Is there any one fo 
fooliſhly credulous, to believe, that theſe 
Men want Medicine to be mended, or Drugs 
and Compoſitions to be unadulterate ? No, 


they only want to eſtabliſh for themſelves,
